SPARKS FROM MARK: 

This week we continue our reflections on our 
pastoral council. So far, we have compared the 
movements from a parish council to a pastoral 
council including the difference in the way the 
meetings are run and the agendas are set. This 
week we will look at Cannon Law in light of 
pastoral councils and the finance councils. 

The Code of Cannon Law affirmed the post- 
Vatican II recommendation about the 
establishment cf pastoral councils at the parish 
level but mandated the existence in every parish 
a finance council. 

In Cannon 536, we hear "After consulting the 
council of priests, the diocesan Bishop 
considers it opportune, a pastoral council is to 
be established in each parish. In this council, 
which is presided over by the parish priest, 
Christ's faithful, together with those who by 
virtue of their office are engaged in pastoral 
care in the parish, give their help in fostering 
pastoral action". 

The work of the pastoral council is much 
more concerned about the pastoral needs of the 
parish community rather than the day to day 
operations of parish life and the organizing and 
coordinating of parish committees, which has 
the been primary function of our parish council 
in the past. 

Cannon 536 goes on to say that "the pastoral 
council has only a consultative vote and it is 
regulated by the norms laid down by the 
diocesan Bishop". 

Cannon 537 states that "In each parish there is 
to be a finance committee to help the parish 
priest in the administration of the goods of the 
parish". As one can see by the Cannons, it is 
very clear that each parish is mandated to have a 
finance council but not necessarily a pastoral 
council. 


In next week's column we will look at the 
roles that the pastoral council and finance 
council is responsible for. I know in the past 
these roles have interwoven at times and yet 
they are very distinct from one another.
